REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1, 3 through 12, and 14 through 17 remain in this application. Claims 2 and 1 3 
have been canceled without prejudice or disclaims, and claims 1 and 9 have been amended. 

Clauns 1, 3, 4, 6 through 9, 11, 12, 14, 15 and 17 are rejected under 3S U.S.C. § 103(a) m 
being unpatentable over U.S, Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0104839 Al to Kraft, et 
al. in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,223.059 to Haestrup. Also, claims 2, 5, 10, 13 and 16 are 
objed^ to as beihgllepSident upon a requested base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten 
in independent fonn to include all limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 1 and 9 are hereby amended to include all limitations of allowable claims 2 and 
13 (now canceled) and, thus, are now in condition for allowance. Likewise, claims 3 through 8^ 
10 through 12, and 14 through 17 depeiid irom and include all limitations of independent claims 
1 and 9 as amended and, thus, are also in condition for allowance. In view of the above, 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the 35 U.S.C. §103(a) rejection of claims 1, 3, 4, 6 through 9, 
11^12^ 14, IS and 17 and the objection to claims 5, 10 and 16 are respectfully requested.
